iron than for the 


wrought articles or for steel. 
It files 


are gradually adapted to their best 
uses they will give much longer ser- 
vice than when 'they are Indiscrimin- 
ately employed. 


The Honr-GUH Clock. 


A novelty in a clock is announced 


which has no special merit except as a 
curiosity, The object of new inventions 
in the clock line is to avoid frequent 
winding, while at the same time main- 
taining the regularity that constitutes 
the chief value of a clock. The device 
Is somewhat on the hour-glass order. 
It registers the time accurately by the 
running of the mercury from one end 
of the glass to the other. 
The clock 


is built in two sections,.and an indica- 
tor marks the precise time consumed 
by the mercury in passing from the 
upper to the'lower. This clock must 
be turned when the upper section is 
emptied, which is really about as much 
work as winding the clock. The nov-

American, except it be from the pur- 
chased newspapers and p^lpita under 
foreign domination. The Chicago Inter 
Ocean, a paper that is not owned in 
England, has this to «ay about a re- 
cent incident: 


Rev. Dr. Hillis demonstrated again 


ast Sunday the utter incapacity of 
clerical declalmers of his type to han- 
dle the higher questions of state pol- 
icy. 
While hundreds of the ablest 


ministers of the country have come 
to the support of a resolute and dis- 
tinctive Americanism, Dr. Hillis, who 
last spring spoke against the war with 
Spain, now desires that an Anglo- 
American alliance be one of the results 
of our victory. 
His characterization 


of the impulses, motives, and achieve- 
ments of the English-speaking people 
is • superficially correct, but he seems 
to be utterly unconscious of the fact 
that the arguments he puts forward 
and the illustrations he uses are all in 
favor of English 
f -^instion 
and 


against American interests. This is the 
greatest fault with all the cheap ad- 
vocates of an alliance. 


Dr. Hillis contends that the strate- 


gic position of America and England 
proclaims leadership aa the ultimate 
destiny of the English-speaking peo- 
ples. "In case of war England and 
America, by uniting their forces, will 
possess all the pivotal harbors that 
control the continents," he says, and 
then mentions as the strategic points 
of the world the Strait of Gibraltar, 
the Suez canal, the great harbor of 
India, the St. Lawrence river on our 
north and the entrance to the Mexican 
gulf on our south. This is an effective 
grouping, but Dr. Hillis fails to men- 
tion the singular fact that of these 
strategic positions four are in tte pos- 
session of Great Britain, and that the 
other will not be in the possession of 
the United States until w© control Cu- 
ba and Porto Rico. 


Another point made by Dr. Hillis Is 


that the lines of commerce, ••s well as 
those of defense, are In the bands of 
the English-speaking people. The sta- 
tistics show that the lines of comr 
merce ere in the hands of Great Brit- 
ain, and that her naval power and her 
commercial sinews are being strained 
to maintain them against all the world. 
Most particularly are bar commercial 
people jealous of and hostile to a pow- 
er like the United 'States, which is 
struggling for supremacy in the same j 
field as England. The manufacturers, 
merchants, anil producers of England 
have succeeded up to this time In driv- 
ing the American merchant marine 
from the seas. They will continue in 
this policy. The English-speaking peo- 
ples control the lines of commerce, but 
England has the lion's share and gives 
no sign of relinquishing It even to 
please us. 


Dr. Hillis says that today England 


and America control four-fifths of the 
fresh water of the globe. He forgets to 
remark that 5n this division England 
has taken three-fifths, leaving America 
one-fifth. He forgets, also, to mention 
the fact that in the line of great lakes 
between British and American terri- 
tory Great Britain is so jealous of 
American power that she will not per- 
mit us to maintain more than one gun- 
boat, where our interests demand half 
a dozen. Despite this fact Dr. Hillis 
refers to a decisive battle 140 years 
ago as an example of Anglo-American 
sympathy and power. Why does he go 
back 140 years? Why not speak of last 
week, when we learned that England 
had projected a new chain of forts 
along the Canadian frontier?

forts can be intended but for one na- 
tion, and that nation is the United 
States. Americana and Englishmen 
may have fought side by side at Que- 
bec 140 years ago, but the Englishmen 
of today prepare for an event in which, 
instead of fighting ahoalder to shoul- 
der, they would fight face to face. 


Dr. Hillis suggests that if we wo'jld 


send men like Seth lx>w. ex-President 
Cleveland, Lyman. Abbott, and Joseph 
Choate to speak to England from the 
American point of view, the whole 
world would be made to stop and listen 
for one day, at least, to a noble plea 
for the rights and liberty of the peo- 
ple. This utterance sounds like irony, 
but we shall accept it as made in good 
faith. Most of the men named by Dr. 
Hints have stood In the past with ex- 
Minister Phelps, who tola us last win- 
ter that it was Impossible for America 
ever to be a naval power or a great 
commercial power oa the seas, simply 
because Americans were naturally un- 
fit for naval or nautical enterprise. In- 
stead of representing American senti- 
ment, instead of speaking for Ameri- 
can aspiration, these men have rarely 
missed an opportunity 
to smother 


American sentiment or to discourage 
the American spirit. At the very crisis 
of the war they were not in sympathy 
with any national aspiration. The ab- 
surdity of suggesting that such men 
be sent abroad as exponents of the 
Amerlcnnism of this riny Is evident to 
everybody except 1>. HilHs and a few 
other day-flroJimlTi!; Anglotnanlaes. 


An alliance between Great Britain 


and the United States would put upon

people the constant 


shadow of wars thst monaee the Brit- 
ish people. It, wruld advance the In- 
terests of Great Britain, undoubtedly,

When he found a snake 
coiled ready for its spring he would 
throw a stick at it and irritate It into 
leaping.

the reptile's head with his heel.

said that he got no satisfaction from 
shooting them or slaying them with 3 
club. 
The rattlesnake goes blind la 


July for a little while and i* at that 
time especially venomous, IB July,1895, 
Kessner found a large one near hl» 
father's house and stamped it as usual. 
He seized it by the tail and started In- 
to the house to show it to his fath&r. 
The snake was not quite dead, it 
twisted in his hand, its mangled head 
came in contact with his right thigh, 
nesr the hip, and it burled its fangs in 
his flesh. The wound was treated with 
ammonia, tbe young man drank a lot 
of whisky, and apparently was llttlo 
the worse for the bite. Ten days aft- 
erward the skin around the wound be- 
gan to darken and In a little while wa* 
a bluish black.

over his body and up and down his 
limbs.

When Kessner 


died the black shade had ascended to 
the roots of his hair, and bnt for his 
equiltae features he would have been 
taken at first glance for a negro. Dur- 
ing all this time he was tormented 
with racking pains in his limbs, sim- 
ilar to rheumatic twinges, and was al- 
so troubled with insomnia. Tbe pains 
grew worse as time went on, and Just 
before his death they were almost un- 
endurable.

Somewhere In the neighborhood of 


Pine Creek above Norcross. Me, un- 
der the shadow of Mount Katahdin, 
a small log camp was established yes- 
terday by Dr. Merrill of Massachusetts 
and one or two friends. The moose 
season began in Maine yesterday, and 
the big woods around Katahdin Jress 
the border of Lake Chesuncook to 
Millinockett form the biggest moose 
runway in America. 


Tbe bead guide Is Lyon of Indian 


Island, and the cook is Horace Nicolar 
Last season Lyon was second guide, 
and the cook and head guide were 
white men This year the doctor has 
chosen full-blooded Penobscot Indians 
for both these important posts. Last 
night the doctor, his guests and guides 
doubtless returned from the runway on 
the creek, where the first uunter of 
tha season always brings back his 
moose. Simon, a famous local hunter, 
was the first on the spot last year, 
as he has been for many seasons Yes- 
terday it is to be hoped that tbe doctor 
won the race. If he did, as the read- 
ers of the Sunday Press are glancing 
over this article, Nicolar, the cook, is 
preparing the edible portions of tbe 
big buck for the Sunday breakfast and 
the doctor Is going over in his mind 
how the antlers will look on his li- 
brary wall. If he gives the cook a 
thought at all It is probably to hope 
that he Is a better one than the white 
man he had last fall. 


To the doctor, to Lyon, the guide, to 


the guests of the doctor and possibly 
to Nicolar himself, for the Indian is 
not vain, the cook of this little hunting 
party is the least conspicuous man in 
the camp. He Is only the cook, and 
bis pay is |2 SO a day. He is a stolid, 
taciturn, smooth-faced Indian, roughly 
dreased as befits his work. His hair is 
brushed back from his square forehead 
in pompadour fashion 
His hands are 


softer than those of most woodsmen, 
but who looks at his cook's hands? His 
opinion as to flank steaks and rib 
chops, baked potatoes and bread-mak- 
ing would probably be listened to with 
attention, for these are serious matters 
In the big woods in the keen, hunger- 
exciting air of Northern Maine, but 
beyond such topics it is probable that 
the Bay State doctor »n«| hi9 fellow 
sportsmen have no mere idea of who 
their cook really is than you have 
That Is because they have not seen him 
at home.

European papers are devoting space 


to the troubles which are continually 
agitating labor circles in Germany. 
It is freely admitted the incessant agi- 
tation is of national importance, hav- 
ing a political bearing or significance 
far beyond that usually attributable to 
such phenomena. Violence has accom- 
panied so many of the strikes of the 
past few months that the emperor 
himself found it expedient to speak 
strongly of the matter In a public 
speech 
His words have been con- 


strued variously, according to the par- 
ty color of those who discuss them. 
Tbe social democrats declare that they 
foreshadowed strict laws which would 
make striking a misdemeanor. The 
suit is that the feeling among the 
workmen, already bitter, baa been ag- 
gravated, and the semiofficial assur- 
ances that the emperor's speech was in- 
tended merely to assert his desire to 
protect the laborer in all legitimate 
effort* to better his candiion do not 
seem to have much effect 
Statistics 


which have been published recently in 
the empire show an alarming increase 
of strikes. In 1892 there were seven- 
ty-three strikes, involving 3.022 labor- 
ere, in 1893 the record was 116, with 
9,356 participants- 1894 showed 13L 
with 7.328 men; 
in 1895 204 strikes 


threw 14,032 men out of work; 128 SOS 
men participated in 483 strikes in 1896. 
The immense number of strikers in 
that year is due to the great strike of 
the Hamburg longshoremen and dock 
laborers. 
In 1897 there were 578 


strikes, in which 62,119 persons were 
involved. The social democrats have 
called attention to the fact that there 
is a steady growth in the number of 
strikes that are Instituted, not for in- 
creased wages or other similar pur- 
poses, but purely for the purpose of 
attacking employers who have pro- 
voked tbe enmity of the social demo- 
crats. These "offense" strikes, as tha 
party calls them, have increased from 
20 in 1892 to 330 in 1S97.

INDIAN ISLAND. 


written about hin» 


I spent an afternoon, about a fort- 


night ago, with Horace Nicolar in tha 
house of his aunt, Mrs Joseph Nicolar. 
oa Indian Island, tbe picturesque res- 
ervation of the Penobscot tribe on the 
Penobscot river, at Old Town, near 
Bangor, Me, Mrs. Nicolar is the rich- 
est Indian in the tribe. She was at 
a sportsman's «ho* in tbe Madison 
Square Garden, this city, last spring, 
exhibiting the handiwork of the tribe 
in the grass basket, war club and quSH 
•Rork lines. 


There are one hundred houses on the 


island, and Mrs. Nicolar's stands nsar 
the water in an apple orchard We sat 
in the parlor, Horace and his wife, his 
aunt, pretty Lucy Nicolar, his cousin, 
and I. 
Horace, the cook, eat in a 


plush-lined rocking chair of the com- 
fortable lounging type HP was not 
dressed as a cook then, and his tailor- 
made clothes became him 


"Have you learned anything new, 


Lucy'" asked some one 


"I've got Soasa's new march from 


'The Bride Elect,"' answered the girl, 
and. without waiting for a request, she 
eat down at the piano and played the 
new match with a firmness of touch, a 
vigor and spirit that made the house 
ring atid startled the squirrels from 
their play in the orchard From the 
window the lawn sloped through the 
orchard to the grass-grown road Be 
yond that were other houses—soraa 
large, some small, like white men's 
dwellings In country towns—and be- 
yond them rolled the busiest river in 
Maine. 


"What do the Indians do for a liv- 


ing?" I asked. 


"Different things The same sort of 


things that white men do on the main- 
land and elsewhere, except that we 
have no stores or mills on our reserva- 
tion 
We make baskets and fancy 


work In deerskin and cioth. All kinds 
of grass weaving is done here, and 
some of it is the best of its kind in the 
•nond 
Every summer whole families 


go to Bar Harbor and the summer re- 
sorts along the Atlantic coast, where 
they gather grass, weave the'r wares, 
rent stores and sell their goods. Ssme 
of them ha\e been going to the same 
places for fifteen and twenty seasons in 
succession 
In the fall many of the 


men go out into the woods with west- 
ern sportsmen as guides and cooks. A 
few of the men do some hunting on 
their own account, but very few " 


"As to your government?" I sug- 


gested. 


"We have our own governor and 


lieutenant governor who look after our 
local matters on the island, such as 
the laying out of roads, the improve- 
ment of public buildings, taking the 
census and maintaining order. There 
are 393 Indians on the reservation, and 
the interest upon a 
fund of 175,000 


which the tribe obtained by selling the 
land where Oldtown now stands Is dis- 
tributed in part among the tribe pro 
rata 
What is left of th's fund goes 


for medical 
attendance, educational 


purposes and the relief of the sick and 
aged 
All the doctors' bills of the In- 


dians are paid and all medicines are 
furnished free by the agent 
The 


agent also buys most of the work done 
by the Indians and not sold direct 
to the whites In addition to this we

As Nicolar explained, the Indians 


make their living much as white men 
would in similar circumstances, and 
their home lives are not unlike that of 
their neighbors on the mainland. The 
chief industry is the manufacture of 
Indian goods, such as grass baskets, 
sweet smelling and prettily woven, for 
center table and parlor ornamentation 
The grass is gathered by the seashore 
by the little colonies who dsiplay their 
wares in the summer resorts, and is 
woven during the fall, winter and 
spring months. The agency at Old- 
town is the frJbal clearing house, where 
their handiwork is exchanged 
for 


money or goods from tbe agency gen- 
eral store next door. In addition to 
these baskets the Indians are expert 
careers of fantastic war clubs, canoe 
paddles, bows and arrows and pipe 
bowls 
Artistically these articles com- 


pare favorably with the collected ef- 
forts of the Alaskan tribes shown In 
the museum of natural history up 
town 
They are odd, if not beautiful, 


and readily command good prices from 
curio seekers.

WHAT THE LAW DECIDES. 


An action by a divorced wife against 


her former husband for the mainten- 
ance of a minor child is upheld in Gib- 
son vs Gibson (Wash), 40 L. R. A. 537, 
when the father is found unfit to have 
the custodr of the child, and it has 
been awarded to her. 


Recovery for injuries occasioned by 


fright, as to which the authorities are 
conflicting, was recently allowed in 
Mack va South Bound Railroad Com- 
pany (S C.), 40 L R A 679, although 
there was no physical Injury sustained 
except that caused by the fright 


Liability of a shipper of lumber for 


injury to a railroad brakemen by neg- 
ligent loading of tbe lumber on a car 
Is denied in Fowles vs. Briggs (Mich), 
40 L. R. A. 528, where the accident 
happened after it had become the duty 
of the carrier to have the car inspected 


A contract between equal owners of 


all but two shares of the stock of a 
corporation, each of whom controls 
one of those shares, by which they 
assume to divide and dispose of the 
property of the corporation, is held, 
in Sellers vs. Greer (111), 40 L. R. A. 
589, to be ineffectual to bind tbe cor- 
poration. 


The failure of a sheriff to resist a

sacre by way of discipline. Two thou- 
sand years ago Crete had a population 
of more than a million. It probably 
had nearly a million at the beginning 
of the Turkish regime, as against 270,- 
000 now 


In recent times this story of slaugh- 


ter and destruction has appealed to 
humanitarian Europe, though not as 
atrongly as the outrages in other por- 
tions of tbe empire which had the po- 
litical advantages of being fairer game 
for the territorial ambition of some 
European power. 
Sporadic Insurrec- 


tion at time became general, aa in the 
case of the bloody rebellions of 1866, 
1ST? and 1888 


After the rebellion of 1888 the sultan 


made a truly Castilian promise to be 
good and agreed to the provisions of 
the Halepa act, which received inter- 
national sanction and provided for a 
national assembly which was to lay 
and provide for the collection of rev- 
enues. 
But the sultan's memory is 


also truly Castilian. 
He soon abol- 


ished the assembly and took charge of 
the revenues himself. 


The powers then intervened and nad 


a Christian governor appointed. This 
only resulted In a national assembly, 
which was ineffective, except in prov- 
ing that the preceding governor had 
misappropriated the funds which were 
to have been used for certain public 
improvements. 
The sultan so man- 


aged bis Christian governor then that 
tte Christians were worse off than 
ever, 
A revolt began in March, 1896, 


and the sultan slyly recalled him es a 
rogue who had estranged his loving 
subjects, and sent in his stead a Mus- 
sulman governor to put down the re- 
volt, which thereupon promptly spread 
throughout the island. 


Most of the Cretan Christians are 


Greeks, and all desire to be annexed to 
Greeca. 
They asked for their inde- 


pendence when the London convention 
created the Greek kingdom in 1821 us 
a sequel to the Greek revoltuion But 
the same cause then, as now, prevented 
accession to their request. The pow- 
ers were afraid to allow the new nation 
enough strength so that it could be- 
come a factor in the affairs of Europe. 


With the events following the last 


rebellion in Crtte up to the close of 
tbe Greco-Turkish war every one is 
familiar. 
The Greeks of the main- 


land sent this time to their brethren 
more than the assistance of private 
Individuals. 
Col. Vassos landed in 


Crete with a regiment of soldiers, 
Prince George, second son of the king 
of Greece, made a demonstration with 
a flotilla of torpedo boats, and the 
Greek government formally announc- 
ed the annexation of the island to the 
kingdom of Greece 


By this bold diplomatic move Greece 


hoped to cause a disagreement of the 
powers on the question of coercing 
him. Then a European war would re- 
sult or they would ha^e to stand idly 
by to avoid a European war and allow 
him to gain his ends 


The powers, however, at once flew 


to their old cover 
The balance of 


power must be 
maintained. 
They 


agreed so far as to blockade Crete; but 
the public opinion of England would 
not submit to the blockade of the Pir- 
aeus, which was the desire of Emperor 
William, who a little later, withdrew 
altogether from the concert so far as 
the Greco-Turkish question was con- 
cerned

TO REDUCE FOREIGN POSTAGE. 


Rale wltb Ena-land, Ger- 


ajr and Fraace Haa Bee* 


Third Assistant Postmaster-General 


Merritt in his annual report recom- 
mends immediate negotiations with the 
postal administrations of England, Ger- 
many and France to reduce the Inter- 
national postage rates to two cents a 
half ounce or fraction thereof. The re- 
port says: 


"The department now realizes noth- 


ing in the way of revenue from ocean 
letters, prac-tically nil the postage paid 
on them going to the steamship com- 
panies carrying the mails. If the rate 
should be reduced the same state of 
things would exist — the department 
would stiil get nothing and lose noth- 
ing, and the steamship companies 
would suffer no hardships, for the stim- 
ulus piven to correspondence by the 
reduction of rate wo'ild no doubt event- 
ually, at least, give them as mnch com- 
pensation in the way pf postage as 
they now get.

formance. There are only about eight 
jumpers who have ever cleared twenty- 
three feet or over in this country. 
Great Britain and Australia. When it 
is considered that Newburn leads the 
whole field by nearly a foot hit ability 
can all the more be appreciated. New- 
burn stands 6 feet 6 inches in height 
and weighs 20S pounds. His chest 
measures 42 inches, thigh 25% Inches, 
and calf 16 inches. Newburn starts 
with his run about 150 feet back from 
the take-off, and approaches rather 
slowly a certain mark, about ninety 
feet away from the taka-ofl. Os arriv- 
ing at this mark he has given enough 
momentum to his body to have quick- 
ened his speed, which he does after 
getting the foot with which he jumps 
at this mark. His strides after leaving 
this mark increase in length as his 
speed increases, and the last three or 
four measure over ten feat in length, 
for by this time he is going at his ut- 
most speed. The stride Just In front 
of the take-off Is nut over seven feet 
long, for he must gather himself then 
for the jump, and if he put his jump- 
ing foot too far in front of him he 
would more or less retard his momen- 
tum. 
When Newburn 
leaves 
the 


ground he gets a great "rise" and lit- 
erally sails through the air. Just be- 
fore landing it would seem that his 
fe«t were going to touch, when he 
tucks them under him, and their being 
handled so gives the uninitiated an im- 
pression that h« is taking a second 
spring. Then when hia - head 
and 


shoulders are so close to the ground 
that he can postpone the inevitable no 
longer he shoves his feet in front of 
him, and the-momentum of his whole 
body carries him forward and pre- 
vents falling' back. Like^ nearly all of 
the best running broad jumpers, New- 
burn is a fast sprinter and has been 
credited with running 106 yards in ten 
seconds. His stride when running his 
fastest in this race is from 10 teet 3 
inches to 10 feet 5 Inches, and he js 
th« longest striding athlete ever heard 
of since athletic sport has been chron- 
icled. H« Is a professor in Claremont 
College, Dublin, and practices his ath- 
letics solely for health. He lays par- 
ticular stress on the fact that he 
neither smokes nor drinks. He writes 
that he intends to come. to America 
during the summer holidays nest year.

Mystery of the Sphinx Solved 


How the Constellations of Leo and Aquarius 


Gave the Idea to the Wise Men of 


Ancient Egypt 


The famous Spbinr of Egypt ha* for 


centuries been one of the great mys- 
teries of the world. What it signified 
to the ancient race that dwelt on the 
banks of the Nile, why and »hen it 
was built, why its peculiar form was 
given to it. hare been questions as 
impossible to answer as its grim and 
majestic features have been inscruta- 
ble. At last an investigator in Amer- 
ica. Mr. Beswick. baa propounded the 
theory that tbe Sphinx was erected in 
honor of tbe Winter solstice or mid- 
winter. 
The lion's body, which is be- 


neath the level of the earth in the 
Sphinx, represents the 
constellation 


Leo, which is below the horizon at 
the solstice.while the man's head above 
the earth represents the constellation 
Aquarius, which is above tbe horizon 
at tbe same period. 
Myths and leg- 


ends without number are associated 
with Its history, yet the archaeologists 
have been hitherto unable to fathom 
the enigma of tbe great silent figure 
of man and lion that is almost human 
in its expression and so profound and 
thoughtful in tbe intensa stare of its 
big, cavernous eyes. That this Egyp- 
tian Sphinx was of Ass>rian origin, 
and that it served as a model, with cer- 
tain modifications of form, for other 
sphinxes of lesser importance and his- 
torical fame, has been weil known. 
Notable among these is the Theban 
Sphinx, the author of the celebrated 
riddle, and the subject of Ingre's clas- 
sic painting, reproduced on this page. 


The great Egyptian Sphinx Is the 


most fascinating monument of anti- 
quity that has come down to us. 
It 


Is a work of wonderful majesty, and 
its chief characteristic has given to ev- 
ery civilized language a synonym for 
mystery. A riddle of the Sphinx was 
solved in Greek mythology, bat tne 
true riddle of 
the great 
Egyptian 


Sphinx remained unsolved for modern 
nations until the other day. 
It has 


been discovered by Mr. S. Beswick, C. 
E, of Hollidaysburg, Pa., that the 
Sphinx had an exact astronomical as 
well as a religious meaning for the 
jclent Egyptians 
He is about to 


ubllsb a book on the subject, and the 
ehent points of this are printed in 
be Sunday Journal. 
This book is 


[waited with the deepest interest by 


alics.who saw in Its inscrutable expres- 
sion en object of dread and evil; but 
neither time nor man has neen able to 
obliterate the majesty of the great 
monument. It is strange that modern 
people should have remained in ignor- 
ance of the meaning of a monument 
which was erected to correct the Ig- 
norance of primitive Egyptians. 
In- 


numerable theories as to its signifi- 
cance nave been entertained. 
It was 


said to represent the Nephilim or Gib- 
borim giants of Oriental mythology 
who perished before the flood. More 
recent investigators thought it tbe 
likeness of the king who erected it. 
but the fact that it had the upturned 
beard of a god seems fatal to this Mr. 
Beswick bases his theory on the uni- 
versally admitted fact that Egyptian 
religion was 
inextricably bound up 


with astronomy. 
In- addition to the 


religious and astronomical significance 
of the Sphinx, the man's head and 
lion's body symbolized the union ol 
Intellect and strength. In the Sphinx 
the entire body of the lion is buried 
and sunk below the horizon in solid 
rock to represent the constellation of 
Leo, which is sunk below the celestial 
horizon at the monieui when th» sun 
seems to stand still (the solstice), 
while the head of the constellation 
Aquarius at the same moment is at the 
winter solstice ascending above the 
horizon. 
The epoch represented by 


tbe Sphinx was that of the autumnal 
beginning of the primeval year, with 
tbe sun in Aquarius at the winter sol- 
stice. 
Now, if a celestial map or 


chart of the heavens be examined, it 
will be seen how the Sphinx has been 
constructed and formed out of tfie con- 
stellations Leo and Aquarius. At the 
moment of midwinter the track of the 
earth around the sun {ecliptic) appears 
In tifi southern half of the heavens 
and the half of the sun's circuit. In- 
cluding the whole body of Leo, or the 
Lion, is apparently below tbe hori- 
zon. This would be tbe exact combi- 
nation which forms the ancient stone 
monument—the head 
of 
Aquarius 


above the body of Leo, with the en- 
tire body of Leo sunk below the hori- 
zon. As thus constructed the Sphinx, 
to tbe Egyptian of three thousand 
years ago, was the embodiment of the 
most wonderful occurrence within his 


cal combination fijmbolized by their

Whole avenue-, or 


Sphinxes are found leading up to the 
ruined temples.ihougn these ofien take 
the form of winged bullb But the fact 
lhat the Aasj rians were great astron- 
omers, that they erected huge stage- 
towers (the antecedents of the l*yrs. 
mids). as obsert atones, would seem to 
•bow that their Sphinxes also bad 
some astronomical meaning 
From 


A&byria the Sphinx and tbe Pjramid 
were transferred to Egypt.aecordmg 10 
tbe latest conclusions of such investi- 
gators ae Oe Morgan. And from Egypt 
tbe Sphinx and much of Egyptian cul- 
ture are known to have been carried to 
Greece. 
In Greece, Sphinxes were 


prominent in mythology and in the 
classical dramas of the great Greek 
writers. 
The Theban Sphinx waa 


probably second in historical fame and 
classic importance to the Great Sphinx 
of Egypt. It was the Theban Sphinx 
which, according to the fable, pro- 
pounded the celebrated riddle which 
has been handed down through the 
centuries in all tbe school books, and 
which punished with death all tbe hap- 
less Thebans who failed to answer tbe 
riddle correctly. 
The Greek Sphinx 


had usually the winged body of a lion 
and the ace and breast of a young 
woman. Our word "Sphinx" is deriv- 
ed from the Greek, meaning "a throt- 
tler" 
That is essentially a Greek 


significance, derived from tbe Theban 
Sphinx. In the light of the latest dis- 
covery, there is no reason for giving 
so harsh a name to the great Egyptian 
Sphinx. 


AN INTERESTING COINCIDENCE. 


In 1884, just as Commodore Schley 


returned from rescuing tbe survivors 
of the Greely arctic expedition, the 
Massachusetts humane society pre- 
sented him with a handsome medal 
for his achievement, and Benjamin 
W. Crowinfield, one of tbe Bay state's 
great orators, was sent to Washing- 
ton to make the presentation speech. 


On tbe way to the capital Mr. 


Crowinfield fell in with an old and 
prominent resident of Boston, who 
took tbe privilege of asking tbe orator 
what his mission in Washington was.

the statement of Prof Hees of Colum- 
bia college, one of the leading astron- 
omers of the country 
Mr. Beswick, 


who Is English by birth, was a pupil 
of the great Dr. Dalton, of Manchester, 
and a member of the British Associa- 
tion 
He is the Inventor ot a method 


of computing th« magnetic declination 
of the needle Mr Beswick has in fact 
solved the mystery of the Sphinx. He 
finds that the Egjptians built this co- 
lossal monument to commemorate the 
winter solstice or midwinter, which 
was to them the most Impressive event 
of the year 
The Sphinx consists of 


the head of a man on the body of a 
Hon. 
A rojal crown is on the head. 


It was placed In a great amphitheater, 
the body below the level of the earth 
and the head above 
This represents 


tbe exact position of the constellations 
Leo, the Lion, and Aquarius, the Wat- 
er Bearer, in the heavens at midwin- 
ter 
Aquarius is represented In as- 


tronomy as a man 
At midwinter Leo 


Is below the horizon and the head of 
Aquarius just above. The winter sol- 
etlce appeared portentous to the an- 
cient Egyptians In their early history, 
because when the days became very 
short they believed the light of the 
«un was going out forever 
Then the 


rulers of the land erected this monu- 
ment to remind the people that the 
heavens moved in a regular course, 
and as an act of reverence to the celes- 
tial bodies 
The great Sphinx rises 


out of the desert near GIzeh. In Egypt 
It is a neighbor of the Pyramids, with 
which It Is Intimately associated in 
history and meaning 
For more than 


twenty centuries the 
great human- 


headed lion with 
the majestic and 


mysterious face has gazed on tbe 
world. 
Napoleon reviewed his sol- 


diers In Us shadow and said to them 
"Twenty centuries look down upon 
you" 
The face has been disfigured 


by the elements and by religious fan- 


ban 
Whf-n he eaw the days growing 


shorter and shorter, the destruction 
of the world seemed imminent; he 
thought .that all would soon be swal- 
lowed ap in darkness. But when the 
solstice passed 
and the days again 


lengthened he noted the position of the 
constellations, personified and wor- 
shiped them 
He did the same at the 


summer solstice, when the days began 
to lengthen. 
The Sphinx was doubt- 


less a creation of the scientific priests 
of On or HeliopoMs, and formed a pan 
of the astronomical system which then 
prevailed.and which has also been em- 
bodied In the Great Pyramid We have 
both direct and indirect proof that the 
Sphinx and Pyramid belonged to the 
same era. To the priests the Sphinx 
was known as Harmachfs 
Harmachis 


is the youthful rising sun called "Hc- 
rus in the Horizo^ " When tbe priests 
of Oil built the Sphinx they hollowed 
out in a rockv plateau an immense 
basin or amphitheater, in the middle 
of which the natural rofk was left as 
a central core, so as to be sculptured 
into the mammoth stone monument. A 
sloping descent of 135 feet of steps was 
cut in rock forty feet wide as a gradual 
approach to the platform area. This 
magnificent 
astronomical symbol is 


sixty-four feet high, as ve now find it, 
with a platform beneath it The body 
of the Sphinx Is 140 teet in lengtb; the 
head measures shout thirty feet frota 
tne top of the forehead to the efcSu, aaJ 
Is fourteen feet wide 
The Sphinx is 


a.n essential adjunct to the Great Pyra- 
mid, and was erected simultaneously 
or during the same period. 
The as- 


tronomical evidence and features are 
absolutely Identical.
